The Rev. Dr. Hughel!l E. W. Fosbroke, Dean of the Gen- 
eral Episcopal Theological Seminary, New York, commenting 
on Easter church attendance on the part of Protestants, says: 
“It is a great problem to try to understand the momentary 
burst of religious, unthinking enthusiasm, which brings the 
thousands of people to church on Easter Sunday . Once 
& year it seems people sect themselves to the task of demon- 
strating their faith.” 


Yes, after attending Holy Week services, people feel that 
they must also attend services on Easter because of the re- 
lationship of the cross to Christ's victory ; of death here to life 
beyond the grave. But during the vear generally non-Caths 
olics do not seem to feel that they get any-particular benefit 
from attendance at services or from the pulpit message 
which has not too much conviction behind it. 


If Protestants should begin to have May devotions in 
honor of the Blessed Virgin, or Sacred Heart devotions in 
honor of the love of Jesus, they would draw large congrega- 
tions. Since one Catholic practice after another has been 
adopted by Protestants in recent years, we would not be 
surprised to see them beginning to honor Marvy and the Saints. 


There are many Protestants who have real earnest per- 
sonal love for our divine Saviour. Devotion to*His Sacred 
Heart, the seat of His love, would have a warm appeal for 
them. The great weakness of Protestant services is that they 
contain little of worship or devotion.

| Travel Talks of a Pilgrim Pastor. 


j 
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|] EAVING Rome to go northward to 
Florence and Venice, as our route 
lay, the railway skirts the City 
through very modern suburbs and 
plunges almost at once into the rolling 
country of the lower valley of the 
Tiber. That fabled stream is here 
‘hardly more than what we would call 
| a creek, tho at times it runs wide and 
shallow between low banks which 
must easily overflow when the stream 
is swollen in the spring. Towards the 
east the outlines of the hills gradually 
become more rugged as we near the 
_borders of Umbria. 


| Orvieto is assuredly one of the far- 
| famed Italian Hill Towns, for it stands 
| huddled on the top of an isolated pla- 
'teau of solid rock which rises suddenly 
'from the plain, and you must go up to 
lit, from the railway station at its 
'base, in a funicular cable-car which 
passes right through the foundations 
of the ol 
cliff to deposit you in a charming 
| little park some blocks from the town 
itself. As the way is somewhat up 
hill it is better to take the motor bus 
jon arrival, though the walk through 
‘the natrow street on the way back to 
the park, after seeing the sights, is 
interesting and invigorating. There is 
a road from the plain to the citadel, 
'as you may see by leaning over the 
parapet of the park while waiting for 
the bus. It winds around the moun- 
tain in wide loops, and the grade ap- 
pears to be gradual as one looks down 
(on it from above, though the donkeys 
laden with wine casks do not seem to 
find it so easy. 

The town is typical of the small 
Italian city, with which, by this time, 
we have begun to feel fairly familiar. 
There are few large buildings, aside 
from the half dozen churches, though 
one might have expected something of 
the fourteenth century palace of the 
Popes, used as a refuge in troublous 
times. But it has more than its share 
'of quaint courtyards, blind alleys and 


charming vistas, for which it is be-' 


loved of artists. You have almost the 
sense of being near the sea, as, look- 


ing down a narrow street, blue sky 


and floating clouds mark its end, and 
no ground is visible. Then you re- 
,;member that you are on a fairly flat- 
jtopped mountain a thousand feet 
|above sea level, and well inland. 

| Tourists go to Orvieto to see its 
| marvellous Cathedral, and, incidental- 
‘ly to sample the famous wine to which 
the town gives its name. Begun about 
1283 as a shrine for the miraculous 
Corporal of Bolsena, it was completed 
early in the fourteenth century, al- 
though the decoration of the facade 
was not finished for nearly another 
century.

| LITURGY LESSON 


At the Offertory of the Mass 
the priest offers up bread and 
wine. These two things were 
chosen by our Divine Lord Him- 
self, at the Last Supper when He 
instituted the Most Holy Sacra- 
ment. Bread and wine have al- 
ways been used by mankind to 
feed and strengthen the body. 
By offering bread and wine we 
offer what sustains our life it- 
self. 

Bread and wine can be obtain- 
ed in every part of the world, 
hence it is easy to have what is 
necessary for the Sacrifice. We 
should offer up ourselves at each 
Mass. Offer to God our prayers, 
our life, our dispositions, in un- 
ion with the infinite Sacrifice 
which Christ offers to His Eter- 
nal Father upon the altar. 

The best means of uniting 
ourselves with Jesus in the Of- 
fertory, is to follow the words 
and actions of the priest. Say 
the prayers he is saying, and for 
the purpose he has in mind. Re- 
member that you are a part of 
the Sacrifice, in proportion as 
vou join yourself with the priest. 
It is during the prayers of the 
Offertory that the priest turns 
around to the people and says 
“Orate fratres ;"—‘Pray, breth- 
ren, that MY sacrifice and 
YOURS may be acceptable to 
God the Father Almighty.” The 
altar boy then answers for you 
in these words: “May the Lord 
receive this sacrifice from thy 
hands to the praise and glory of 
His own Name, to dur own bene- 
fit and the benefit of the whole 
church.” 

The particle of bread, the 
host, is on the paten, or saucer 
of gold, and the priest offers it 
first. Then he moves over to the 
Epistle side of the altar and
